THE GRIEVANCE UF SQUEEZING: 

A correspondunt again Calis attention to 
one of the oldest grievances. in ‘China, 
namely the doyres to which we are ayucezed 
in our household expenditure; expecially in 
the article of butchers meat. We insert 
his commuvieation with “pleasure, though 
We confess we hardly seewhat steps. 
be takeu-to put an end to the wreasonabie 
state of “aifairs uuw -in existence. The 
prices of meat ave. at the present day as 
high as they were during the famine times 
of the Taiping Rebellion ; and it is impos: 
sible ‘to believe that this results. from 
natural caused, or is anything elsé than the 
consequence of ‘those wrutched -combina- 
tions among the natives by means.of which 
we unfortunate. foreigners*are so terribly 
bled. Olate years ‘there has. been. a 


marked improvement: in: the aggregate | 


amounts of house-boys’ accounts, and there 
cannot be auy doubt that this has tesuited 
from the simple: cause thit they have dis: 
covered that the European cannot by any 
possibility. afford to pay the frightful exac- 
tions ‘of olden days.” There: is a-certuin 
amount of reason in: everything. that a 
Chinainan dos; and Leia too wary entirely 
to kill the gouse from which he extracts 
such magnificent golden oyys. Brit no one 
can believe that, even with the reductions 
that haye been made, household expendi- 
ture in Chida lias been réduced to anything 
like so low a polit as it’ might touch under 
mora: favourable circumstances. for-protect- 
ing ourselves against frand than . those 
which at present exist. So far from food 
in Ohina being expensive, it is, ug every. 
cheaper here than in any 
other country in the world ; and, oxoepting 
tha system of squeezing to which we are 
unfortunately subject, there ia -no- reason 
why pedple should. uot be able to live in 
China as cheaply -as they do in India, - It 
is no little annoying to @ Karopean’ of. 
limited means to’ find himself surrounded 
by swarms of native servants but little use 
tu him and who, instead. of diminishing his 
outside expenditure, increase it-by every 
means in their power, “How to. put a stop 
to thie kind of thing it is very aifticult to 
couceive.. A knowledge of the language, the 
universal punacea, now a days, naturally 
suggests itself, Lut this would be found of 
very little usv, so long as we leave all the 
details of our household aifuirg ii the hands 
of the natives. Until time has worked ara. 
dical change in the nature of Shanghai.So- 
ciety, we shall, we fear, have to put up with 
being the victims'of extortion of this hature, 
The only remedy would be the existence of 
European shops: and European. servants

young gentleman living in the suburbs used 
to trut down to the Maloo every “morning, 
and lie found that’ the -prices ‘current .m 
market overt were abcut one third ‘of what 
he was charged by his houseboy.

It is not to be wondered at that with the 
peculiar social habits of Shanghai, its inhe- 
bitants are terribly victimiséil and, that. an 
altogether false scale of expendittire has be- 
come recognised, .As wa -have frequently 
noticed, When treating of this question, we 
believe that the artifcial system of partuers 
aud clerks living together is the rain cause 
of the extravagance of this place ; and it: is 
to hoped that ers long’it will be done away 
with entirely.—Recorde :
